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Why a Royal Commission 


Yesterday, in discussing the’student meeting with 
Premier Barrette we indicated we were not in disagree- 
ment with his refusal to set up a Royal Commission to 
study educational problems in Quebec. Today, we. shall 
explain why. - 


Quebec is now going through a transitional phase 
in her educational system..Gone are the days when edu- 
‘ation was for the rich only. Although for many years 
Quebec has had a law which makes education compulsory 
up to the age of 14, it is comparatively recently that edu- 
‘ation, even at primary levels, has become or is becoming 
“free”. In Montreal high schools students are charged 
fees, admittedly small ones, from grade eight up. Else- 
where in the province it is the same. But there is a 
growing movement to make education “free” on a secon- 
dary level as well. The students’ brief to the Premier 
indicated that certain segments of the university student 
bodies desired “free” education even at the university 
levels. : 


Not for a minute do we believe, nor should anyone 
believe, that education will ever be “free”. It’s the tax- 
payer who pays every time: But “free” education in our 
system is based on the premise that no one should be 
prevented because of financial reasons from attaining an 
education. Rich or poor, citizens should have equal oppor- 
tunity. 


- Expressed in’ these terms, no one really opposes free 
education, except of course, the taxpayer. And no one 
denies that the day is coming when education on all 
Jevels will be free. The Quebec government’s own policy, 
despite statements made in the past by the late Mr. 
Duplessis (who claimed education was the responsibility 
of the parents) clearly indicates a move in this direction. 
The lowering of “aide à la jeunesse” bursary reimbur- 
sability, and the increased subsidy of local school boards 
. are indicative, | 


' We do not expect free education at the university 
level today, tomorrow, or a year from now.-But the time 
will come when public opinion will necessitate its adop- 
tion by whatever. government happens to be in power. 
And we must be prepared for that day. 


_: To keep abreast: of educational trends we must have 
a!clear.outline, if not a blueprint, of just what financial 
responsibilities will be taken over by the state in the 
realm of education. This will e no easy task with Que- 
bec’s complex system of clas.'cal colleges, high schools, 
and universities, often run on a religious basis. Just what 
direct’ control, if ‘any, will the state assume over our 
educational institutions ? Will we have a system like that 
in Britain, where free: education, or rather free access 
to education, is maintained by a scholarship system in 
which ability; and not financial need, is the sole criteria 
in granting and setting the amount of the aid ? Or will 
our system be like that of France, where university edu- 
cation is free, period ? 3 


+! These and other. questions, just as complex, must 
be settled. The pros and cons must be examined by genui- 


ne experts-in order that the government may: set its | 


course accordingly. And these are not problems to be 
settled by so-called “specialists” and consultations with 
university administrators, | 


= Quebec must look well to the future, and to do this 
she has no choice but to set up a Royal Commission with 
competent personnel, adequate funds and time, and swee- 
ping powers to delve deeply into the entire question of 
education in Quebec. In doing this our province will be 
leading the way for the rest of Canada, ~ “= 





America & Ben Hur 


The Emetic Ecstasy

“Mens sana in corpore sano” 


Ben-Hur is currently playing at the Alouette 
Theatre in Montreal, It is liable to be there for 
many months, 

We have all been told (and if you haven't 
heard — where have you been all these years?) 
that Ben-Hur Is a movie to be reckoned with. We 
have all been told that it cost £15,000,000 to 
make and an*equivalent amount to promote. We 
have been told that it has a gigantic cast of 
stars.. We have been told that it took five years 
to produce. We have been told that it is a superb 
piece of cinematography. We have been told 
that it will win all the Oscars. 


What we haven't been told is that Ben-Hur is 
an abominable movie. It is a degrading, inartistic 
and undramatic mess. 


Either the critics felt that a picture costing 
$30,000,000 must be good, or else a hefty part of 
that amount went to helping them think it, They 
have said: “,,.a remarkably intelligent and 
engrossing drama” (New York Times), “a classic 
peak” (Satevepost), “extraordinary cinematic 


stature” (Journal-American), “massive splendour” 


(World Telegram). 

The movie runs-for just under four hours; 
three and a half of those are boring, two and a 
half are bloody (in the strictest sense of the 
word), half an-hour is brilliant and ten minutes 
is worthwhile. ° 


However there are compensations for the 
boredom. The director has obviously judged his 


audiences well for he serves liberal helpings of 


the moviegoers’ favourite diet: pain, blood and 
deformity. We are subjected to close-ups of 
mangled and bleeding limbs (Stephen Boyd must 
have spent patient hours watching people die : 
so convicing is he as he writhes in final agony), 
sawn-off arms, hacked legs, tortured galley-slaves, 
faces burned by fire, men trampled by horses, a 
leper's face, sadistic lashings, mass brutality and 
(the crowning peak) Roman soldiers as they 
grimly hammer the nails into Christ’s feet before 
his cross is hoisted into position and a Hollywood 
storm breaks overhead; All this and more in 


brilliant technicolour 60 feet high by 200 feet 


wide. 

Ben-Hur the morality play tells us that: 
Revenge .is Noble, suicide is Just, Greed is 
necessary, Hate is exemplary, Tyranny is inevi- 
table, and Colonialization is unfair. The only 
subject they steer clear of is Sex, However, 
adequate compensation for this. is made by 
detailed close-ups of bone and muscle beneath 
the torn skin and the blood; thanks to this 
lingering sadism all healthy American moviegoers 
will find themselves sujtably catharsized by the 
end of the showing, 


This is a BIG movie. Every penny of the 


$15,000,000 can be accounted for; none of it can 
be justified. Charlton Heston gives & fair display 
of the -Hollywood concept of acting: several 
grimaces straight from the Victor Mature school, 
a few shouts to illustrate anger, some cowlike 
silence to demonstrate love, and a heap of muscle- 
flexing to show manliness. 


Mr Heston was not helped by the script-writer, | 


That old-fastioned thing called characterization 
seems to haye eluded the writers completely ; 
there is no formal RTE at depicting a man 
caught between two conflicting forces, and we 
leave the theatre at the end having come to 
“know” nobody new except Charlton Heston — 
if we haven't met him -before, Instead one 
becomes conscious about half-way through (giving 
them the benefit of the doubt) that those bi 
people up there on the screen are mechanica 
dummies with mechanical emotions: all their 
reactions are predictable because of the machine- 


like regularity with which they come. 





A few caricatures bound across the screen, 
and these are generally good old British charac- 
ter-actors. Light relief in the shape of an Arab 
horse-owner is supplicd. rather un-subtly as a 
welcome break from the heavy-handed squirming 
of Mr Heston and his compatriots. 

Fortunately the picture has Stephen Boyd 
playing Messala. Mr,Boyd is a very good actor 
indeed. That is to say he is able to act — 
which, in Hollywood, means that he is a very 
good actor indeed. We are left in no doubt as 
to what emotion he is trying to convey, and he 
doesn’t need extra camera-work or >crashing 
music to help us get the point. 


The music IS loud, with lots of percussions, 
and stirring. It lends itself to some very effective 
gimmicks such as the moment when it builds to 
a screaming crescendo (one is surrounded by 
loudspeakers in the auditorium) and then ceases 
abruptly to a deadened silence while we hear 
and see nothing but the clank of the hammer as 
it drives a nail through wood and flesh. 


But what is basically wrong with Ben-Hur? 
I aupbese the answer is this: it has no point, 
We have no searching character study, no uni- 


versal applications to make, no dramatic beauty, 


no moral. 


Director William Wyler seems to be making 
the same mistake that has always left Hollywecü 
in confusion: sadism, eroticism, desperate courage 
are not of themselves dramatic. There is no awe 
inspired by the camera’s graphic study of the 
Crucifixion; there is no necessity for showing 
us the several gruesome sights of hacked limbs 
and leprous skins; there is no function served 
by watching the tomato-juice blood trickle down 
the foot of the cross. The whole business is 
designed to induce horror in the $2 ticket-holders. 
It succeeds, None of the sadism serves any 
panos but to titillate the dreary appetites and 
lagging emotions of moviegoers. 


And yet-one cannot remain wholly impervious 
to these happenings on-screen. You sit there 
With a lump in your throat and a tear in your 
eye while your intelligence is roundly insulted. 


One .final thing worries me. The Quebec 
board of censors is rightly thought to be stupid, 
They sacrifice Art for the sake of religiosity and 
false moral principles. Never, in Quebec, are 
we allowed an adult look at divorce and its tragic 
consequences because the censors refuse to 
acknowledge that such things exist) Ah well! 
But Ben-Hur is certified here as a movie “For 
The Entire Family.” These Same censors appear 
to feel that the revolling commercial sadism 
portrayed is suitable fare for impressionable 
children. - They appear to believe that a Holly- 
wood version of the crucifixion is educational for 
their children. 


Three. 13 year-olds were sitting in front of 
me during the showing: five times they cringed 
away from looking at the screen. But during 
Christ’s crucifixion they watched, transfixed, as 
this phony, hollow. patent piece of Commercial 
Christ was unravelled. 


Surely better to bring them up seeing the 
artificial sex that Hollywood hands us than the 
terrifyingly superficial religion, 


. Ben-Hur is certainly a picture | recommend 
to every student; it should be a required social 
necessity to see it, Because Ben-Hur Is monstrous, 
lewd and (above all) irresponsible. It seems, in 
calm reflection, to be a symbol of the degradation 
of our society, As a piece of propaganda the 
Russians must love it —; America calls: it the 
highest piece of cinematic art. 


Well if THIS Is what pleases the masses.

If nuclear tests were to sto 
today, the display emphasized, 
fallout from the stratosphere 
would not reach its peak until 
1965, and would drop of so slowly 
as to be at more than half that 
maximum level jin 1999, 


The display, arranged by che- 
mistry students in the McGill Fa- 
culty of Agriculture here, was set 
up in an educational competition 
before visiting students and 
guests at the College’s annual 
open house. Each department and 
“option” in Agriculture, Home 
Economics, and the Institute of 
Education, arranges such a dis- 
play, illustrating subject matter 
of interest to students at the Col- 
lege. 

“Strontium 90 has ‘been ab- 
sorbed into the- diet and body 
since 1952, when H-bombs were 
being tested extensively”, said 
John, Papaconstantinou, Agr. IV, 
who worked on fhe exhibit, “Ra- 
dioactive strontium falls out very 
slowly, and an absorption peak is 
not expected until 1965.” 

If nutlear bomb testing should 
cease now, it was pointed out,-the 
“Jevel'could be expected to dro 
itontinually after 1965. But “if 
‘there is no halt, what will the 
picture look like in five’ or ten 
years? Can we pay the price of 
progress?” the display asks, 
jt yeas thus we progress” 
had been taken as the theme of 
the 1960 Royal. Other exhibits 
charted progress in development 
of new plant and animal varieties, 
and in increased food yields.

IT IS said by many leading 

politicians, businessmen 
and community leaders that 
this decade will be Cana- 
da’s, Stress is Jaid on the 
advances in the standard 
of living, the wealth of the 
citizen, and a more promi- 
nent part in world affairs, 
One thing always seems to 
be omitted in their calcula- 
tions: the attitude and 
mentality of the individual 
Canadian. And this is a 
very important point hecau- 
se Canada is a melting-pot 
of race, language and reli- 
gion. The future greatness 
of Canada lies in her na- 
tional unity, which, in turn, 
means her.ability to harmo- 
nize the many diverse ele- 
ments in her Society. To 
begin with, this constitutes 
taking a mature and ana- 
lytic approach to questions 
of prejudice and discrimi- 
nation, 

George A. Lundberg in the 
magazine “Modern Age” say, 
with evident truth, ‘Public dis- 
cussion on the “minorities” pro- 
blem is uniformly of a pious, 
rhetorical and moralistic charac-- 


~ 








ter. Any other approach cons- 
titutes prejudice and this is re- 
garded as a’ very damaging cha- 
racterization. What is meant is 
that prejudices which conflict 
with the publicly accepted ones 
are deplorable, for nothing ‘is 
more respectable than the ‘right’ 
prejudices. To share the respec- 
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table prejudices which constitute 
the culture of every community 
is always praiseworthy.” 


Mr, Lundberg then enumerates 
six behaviours of a community 
which may evoke hostility. First- 
ly, any observable characteristic 
which is regarded by the domi- 
nant group as a threat to their 
own identity, and their own re- 
lative status. Secondly, conspi- 
cuous ethnocentrism in the locale. 
Thirdly, political influence out 
of all proportion to their num- 
bers. Fourth, conspicuous alle- 
glance to any foreign culture, 
cult, religion or politics which 
demands a higher obligation than 
allegiance to the nation in which 
they live. Fifth, undue concentra- 
tion of occupation of high posi- 


tions in any of the professions. : 


Sixth, attempts to secure special 
privileges, and immunities. 








Because Canada is such .a 
melting-pot each of the above- 
mentioned acts is a likely threat 
to a balanced society, Yet Cana- 
da can take some satisfaction 
from the fact that her society 
is, to a degree, more moderate 
than her southern neighbour. 

While realizing these facts, 
however, we must also bear in 
mind the case for discrimination. 
And: that is, that though it may 
not be just or good for the ge- 


_neral welfare of the community 


to discriminate... ‘yet to deny 
(citizens) this right may violate 
a principle of individual freedom 
that is still more highly valued 
by nearly everyone, , including 
most of the members of the 
groups which object to the par- 
ticular case in which it operates 
against themselves.”’ For it is 
often overlooked that rights to do 
things like votin 
with a group also carries the 
right not to do these things. 
Mr. Lundberg says fhat these 
rights come into existence by 
community. consensus and conti- 
nue to exist only as long as 


‘community consensus supports 


them, 


In our early history, we never 
had to face the challenge of the

Unlike the African woman, the 
American woman has to be 
bought and appeased, ‘‘ Who can 
find a virtuous woman? For her 
price: is! far above rubies’? asked 
the Old. Testament. Ah yes, but 
the OT hadn’t reckoned with in- 
flation :, today the price is dia- 
monds for any woman of questio- 
nable virtue. That is inflation. 

The white man dwells in a col 
world amidst garbage buckets 
and drab greyness. He is prima-

Jacques Labrecque, 
French-Canadian folk sing- 
er, will be -featured at 
Scope’s last presentation of 
the year this Thursday, 
March 3.

throughout the ages, has in 
recent years become one of the 
most attractive forms of enter- 
tainment for musical audiences 
from “low brow” to “high 
brow.”.

Few folk artists in C:nada 
today sing and with more au- ~ 
thority of the folklore of French-

many strains of Canadian fol- 
klore, including Indian, Eskimo 
and his native French-Canadian.
